mercantile steamships of this country. 
Great interest will therofore be taken in 
vossola of auch exceptional power and style, 
which are guarantesd to be ready for sea 
early in the spring of 1893, in time to

IN SUMMARY JURISDIOTION.

WONG NGAN ¥, CHUN POON HUNG. 


In this case tho plaintif, who lived with 
the defendant-m his concubine, claimed 
$728 as tho value of jewellery and clothing 
which sho alleged wore unlawfully detained 
by the defendant, ha having turned her 
out of the house in congequence of a quar- 
rel between thew. 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, said 
there was no evidence of the plaintiff hav- 
ing heen driven from the house by the 
defendant or of tho articles claimed having 
boen detained by him. The plaintiff called 
a jewellur who proved that somo time ago 
he made certain articles for her, but that 
did not prove Luat they were in hor posseasion 
on the 10th September, when she said sho 
waa turned out af tho house. Tho de- 
fondant denied the plaintits statement 
altogether, and stated that there were 
three boxes left in the house which the 
plaintiff might havo at any timo, The 
defendant tio said that he never drovo 
the plaintiff away from the house, but 
that she Teft of her own accord. She 
brought a charga against him in the 
Police -Gonrt, when both partiea were 
bound over to keep the peace. His account 
of the guarrel between thent wag entirely 
different from hers, The plaintiff having 
no witnessoa and the onus of proving the 
articles she claimed being on the plaintiff, 
the suit must bo dismissed with costs. The 
threo boxes in defendant’s house would, 
howevor, be handed over to hor.

DEATH OF AN O. B. C. OFFICIAL. 


The Singapore Free Press says :—Wo regret 
to have to unnounce the death of Mr 0. F. 
McKie, of the Now Otiental Bank Corpor- 
ation, whitch is supposed to have occurred 
at Zanzibac ou or about the 17th Sept. 
‘This intelligence roachéd Singapore _yester- 
day afternoon in a letter. fram the Bombay 
Office basod on a telegram (dated the £7th) 
from the branch at Adéé, through which 
all’ the Zanzibar’ mevsages come. This 
nows will be unexpected to Mr McKio’a 
Singaporo friends, two or three af whom 
had private lettera latyly from him at Zan- 
zibar stating that he never folt botter in 
his life. It is therefore possible that tho 
case may have bevv ‘ndther instance of 
the fever that has alresdy proved sv 
strangely Fatal to tho Bank ataff at that 
branch. It will be rembmbered that in the 


died, followed a few duys after by Mc 
Dunglas, aud a wevk or two therosfter Mr 
Renniv, the junior, also died, leaving the 
‘ Bank closed without uny European staff 
whatever, Mears Oharlesworth & Oo. of 
Zanzibar then assumed charge of the branch 
for a couple of months until a fresh staff 
could arrive, Me McKie bving tho new 
Manager. 

It wasin last September, when Mr 0. TP. 
McKie leit Singapore, not thon being in 
very good health, with tho object of epeud- 
ing his lave at home. Au hour before his 
doparture he was ordered by tolegram to 
proceed to Melbourns to reliove Me Hep- 
burn, whose insanity had thrown the 
Bank's affairs thero into great disorder 
before it was detected, and Mr MoKie 
therefore wenjon to Gslombo in tho samc 
steamer which he had hopod was to have 
taken him home. After being sumo time 
ut Melbourne he then went on to Sydnoy, 
and thereafter procerded homo on tic 
leave which he previously had to post- 
pone Arrived at Aden ho found awaiting 

im tho tolegram announcing the death of 
the whole Zsuzibar staff and directing him 
to prococd ‘at once there to assume the 
direction of the Bunk’s interests. There 
he had to cumuiu for u time, and he was 
again proposing to go home when death 
intervened. The Zanzibar branch is thus 
ouce mure for the moment left in the hands 
of Mr Stowart, who is quite a junior. 

The late Mr. F. BeKio was 4 native 
of Cupar in Fifeshiro, and he eptered tho 
sorvice of the old Oricatal Bank about two 
years before its collapse, when he joinet 
the New Oriental Bank Qorporation, He 
bad served in most of the Haatera branches 
of the Bank, but the bulk of his time was 
speyt in China and -Ringapore, where bis 
chgéry good-humour made him many 
frionde. -Be was ono of the earliest to 
givo his adhesion, to.,the movemont which 
resulted in the formation of the Volunteer 
Artillery here, and for a time held the 
rank of Honorary Paymaster and Captain. 
His decozse makes the first..gap caused by 
death in the number of the original ‘ Blakan 
Mati squad.’ Mr McKio was a'so a good 
Freemason, and there are many among the 
Masonic brathren in Singspore who will 
sincerely regret bis death.

LORD R. CHURCHILL'S OPINION OF 
THRE BOERS. 


Lord Randolph Charchi}], in the con- 
cluding portion of his.sixth letter to the 
Daily Graphic, after quoting a shocking 
case of cruelty in illustration of the Buer 
treatment of natives, coutinues :— 

Taking all theso matters into considcra- 
tion, Ican imagine thats British Ministry 
ora British Parliament may ‘pause and 
hesitate before banding over to Boer do- 
minion Swadiland and its people. ‘This 
is the territory which ths Bvers eagerly 
covet as giving thom additional graz- 
ing ground and a fina opening on to the 
coast. - ‘They aver,”’ with What amaugt: of: 
trath I know rot, that Swaziland has been 
more than onco promised to them by per- 
sons holding official positions under the 
British Crown, The main cauae and ob- 
ject of the recent threatened ‘ trek’ into 
Mashonalaud was tu pat prossure upon the 
High Commissioner in this matter of Swa- 
giland. ‘i you wiil'redeem your promise 
of giviag us Swaziland we will drop the 
trek.’ Such was alivays the Boor thonght, 
and such was often the Boér. expression 
from. President Kriiger dawnwards.- Two 
circumstances undoubtedly militate in 
favour of the cession of this torritory to the 
Boers. In. the first. place, the- British 
Commissioner, Sir Francis de Winton, sent 
out spacially by the British Government to 
inquire into and roport upon tho condition 
of things in Swaziland, recommended tha 
cession of the territory “to the Boers...

A TRENCH VIEW OF PORTSMOUTH 
DOCKYARD. 


The following tranelation of an article in 
the Temps will be road with interest. It is 
written by the special corrospondeat of 
that journal (M. Weyl), who accompanied 
Admiral Gervais and bis officers over Ports- 


as one of the moat accomplished French 
erites of naval affairs :— 

Adroiral Gervais summed up our impres- 
‘gions very well when, in reply:to Admiral 
Fisher's friendly apeech at tho lunch at 
Whale Island, ho said, ‘I havo come, T 
have aecn, T have udmired,’ Certainly this 
excersion of five hours through this world 
which they call Postmouth Dockyard was 
well calculated to give a high idea of the 
power of England and her energy io pre- 
serving her naval supremacy. 

There were many thiogs wv did not: seo, 
for Admiral Gervaie’s time was short ; but 
this rapid walk through the workshops, on 
board so; many ships n. ely finished or 
building, this visit to tho two great schoola 
of Portsmouth (the gunnery and torpedo 
establishwents), was well calculated to im- 
press tis—but let os be certain that such 
grand results can ouly be arrived at at the 
expense of much aoney; and if, for wy 
part, Tadmire the order which presides at 
the organisation of the work in the English 
dovkyards, their continual efforts to reduce 
the working expenses, I cannot forget that 
our neighbours on tho other side of the 
Chunnel put et the disposition of their Ad- 
miralty a Budget which for several yoara 
hag amounted to upwards of 400 mil- 
lions of francs. Besides, with them there 
are no fits and starts ; the effort is conti- 
nuous and methodical. They are not tied 
down with red tupe to the extent we are, 
Before everything, they keap themselves 
freo to choose tho best and they wish to 
have evorything that is possezsed by other 
nations.:.The efficacy of big armoured 
ships is discussed, but without acrimony ; 
in the same way with regard to torpedo 
boats the end only is thought of, and tho 
adversarios of certain types in construction 
at present do not loae their temper in their 
criticism. Each ship pat on the stocks 
ast be, and is, an improvement on the 
typo to which it belongs, and thus the mis- 
takes of the past are easily mado up for 
by the hopos of the future. 

What atrnek us most was more the work 
in the workshops aud tho accumulation of 
materiel in reserve than the ships them- 
selves. We know these latter, haying al- 
ready acen them or studied them in various 
excellent publications, But when we 
found ourselves in thoso enormous work- 
shops where thw finishing touches are put to 
the gan mountings supplied by contract 
we were astonished, There, again, we had 
proof of tho breadth of spirit of the Eng- 
lish Admiralty ; for them private enterprise 
is a powerful auxiliary. The Admiralty con- 
sider it as such, and never depreciatos it in 
tho way our officials ary so fond of doing. 
You will never hesr an English officer soy- 
ing what I’bave so often hoard in Franco— 
‘We cannot allow -a'private frm to make 
oar guna; let them be content to aull to 
foreigners, We have tho monopoly for 
the Government factories ; and we mean to 
keep it What isthe result? Our neigh- 
boura have several hundred quick-firang 
gnos already ombarked, or ready to be to, 
We have none }.and it does not appear that 
we shall have any for at leasta year. 

We communicated these idea to ench 
other on leaving the immense gun-mount- 
ing store, a world in itself, But surprise 
gave way to reabetupefaction, and then to 
a profound santiment of admiration, 
when we penetrated into that othor storo 
where 1,500 torpedoes are put by and 
carefully looked after. Fifteen hundred 
Whitehead tropedoes!. Enough to blow 
up all tho navies of the world!. It is tras 
that of this nomber a third were,of a riora 
or less obsvlete type, but what mattor; it 
was a very suggestive sight, Passing by 
the Royal Sovereign, an armoured ship of 
14,160 tons aud 23,000 horse-power, T not- 
ed the date of its being begun—Sept. 30, 
1k89—less than two years age. Daring 
thia period the ship hus boon, more thap 
half built ; they hopo to send the ship to 
soa, in'1893.° Hore is duother fact to be.re- 
marked, Ships havo always bad to wait 
for their large guna ; naw six 68-ton guns— 
that is to say of-the calibro for the Royal 
Sovereign—are waiting on the. quays till the 
ships are ready to receivo them. Near the 
Royal Sovereign, in-a dry dock, is the 
10,000-ton armoured. ship the Genturion. 
‘This ship was begun only on March 30 last, 
and I uscertained from tho daily register of 
work that 2,200 ‘tons weight had already 
been constructed, I- offer. one praysr— 
‘Let-us try and profit by the good terms 
wo are on with’ these grand masters 


their methods.’. Hers is another remark 
made’ daring our: visit- to the Gunnery 
School at- Whale ‘Seland :—‘ Our neigh- 
boura have ‘given us the ' fetish” of 
afloating gunnery sobool.' Thay instrict 
and drill their geamaeu gunners on land in 
@ fine establishment, where the. man aro 


lodged in the most perfect manner. A few, 


ears ago we had.at.Boyardville an excel- 
ent torpedo-echool catsblished “on land ; 
but, with the'spltit of change which. tor-, 
ments us,-?e changed it over toa ship, It

OHINESE ADVERTISING. 

A writer in Cornhill contributes a very 
readable articla on advertising in China. 
Be confines himself almost solely to the an- 
nouncements in the Shen Pao, or Shanghai 
Gazette. This paper, he tells us, was start- 
ed in 1872 by an English resident os a com- 
mercial epeculation. The native editor was 
given practically a free hand, while immu- 
nity from mandarin reacatment was secured 
by the foreign ownership. In consaquence 
the new venture, whon its merits were once 
understood, became a Cave of Adullam for 
all Chinamen with a grievance. Tho prac: 
tice of manuseript placarding was largely 
abandoned for the lees risky plan of pub- 
lishing their grievances in the columns of 
the new precs. Taking an avereyo num- 
ber of the Shen Pao the writer 
finds it contains 116 advertisements, 
which may bo classified thus :—Nativo 
thoatrea, 3; sales by auction, 9; lotteries, 
18; mediciues aud medicos, 32; new books 
avd now editions, 15; ‘huo and cry,’ 4; 
houses to let, 3; stoamers to leave, 4; 
general trade simouncements, 17; wis- 
collancous, 11, Ho. somewhat naively 
adds that (except in the matter of theatres) 
the proportions which the various entrice 
in this list bear te ona another correaponds 
pretty closoly to the ingfediente of o 
Chinaman’s character. With this rough 
| and ready method of character reading he 
says that China is tho happy hvoting 
ground of the patent medicine man, that 
every Chinaman is at heart a gambler, but 
with oll his fondness for plunging oud 
quackery he is—the better sort of him—a 
reading animal, and 13 per cent, of adver- 
tisements devoted to literature is uo bad 
monsure ef the intorest he takes in books, 
Several amusing travslations of native ad- 
vortisemonts aro given, together with some 
interesting remarka about Ohincao theatres, 
and otber subjects, which form the staple of 
Chinese adyertissmeuts, The Ohinese ad- 
vertisor doca-not, ho tells us in conclusion, 
lack imagination; in pictureaqueneas he 
can give poiata tu his Western rival. What 
he neoda is a Herkomor ora Millais. So 
far he has bean hampered in his flighta by 
the limitation of the wood block. 


“SPLRITUALISM. 

Mrs Besant has been interviewod by tho 
Chronicle on the subject of the mysterious 
messiiges she receives from the Mahatmas, 
She wishes it to be undorstood that Mue. 
Blavatsky did not claim to have received 
any letters or messages from the ‘ spirit 
world,’ There exists, sho oxplains, 4 
brotherhood of highly-evolved men—men, 
not ‘spirits,’ in the seuse vf ‘disembodied 
spirits’—-who havo devoloped their nature 
in such fashion that they can communicate 
with others across any distances, practically 
instantaneausly. Tho communication may 
be by voice or by writing. There is nothing 
more miraculous, shy argues, in such com- 
munications than thero is anything 
miraculous in speaking by telephono from 
Loudon to Paris, or by telegraphic writing 
across hundreds of miles; only, these men 
can apeak and write by using carrents with- 
out wires, instead of currents sent along 
wires. Tho lattora received from these 
men—the Mahatmaa, or Masters—during 
Mme. Blavatsky’s lify were said by her 
enemies to be fabricated by her; the 
point of Mra Besant’ statement was 
that letters in the same handwriting

had been received by hor-(and by others)| 


singe her departure, thus clearing her from 
the oharge of fraud on thia head. Apart 
from this vindication of her memory, the 
importance of the matter lies, she contin- 
ues, in the existence of men of our reca who 
have evolved faculties and powers for Gor 
yond any yet normally enjoyed, tis from 
these men that tho teachings of theosophy 
have beeu received, and o large number of 
men and women in the Western World 
were the pupils of Mms. Blavatsky, and 
wore being trained by her under the direct 
sanction of these masters, Brielly, tho 
contention is that man is an embodied 
spirit or mind, nad can by proper training, 
conjoined with a puro and unselfish life, 
make his body the effective instrument af 
the spiritual intelligence which dwells in it, 
and that in the course of thia developmont 
he obtaina 8 knowledge of nature which 
places under his control ali natural forces, 
giving him powers that seem miraculous 
because they ufo rare and are not under- 
stood, But this evolution is an evolution 
which takes place here on earth, and the. 
masters ate living inen, : 

Intwrrogated furthor . as.: to’ - these 
Mahatmas, she said:—They are men who 
have reached a point of evolution which 
the race itself will not reach jor thovsanda 
of years, and this they hava done by 
apoial training prolonged through many 
ingarnationa,. Yt was from them _ that 
Mme. Blavatsky came as a messenger, and 
under their dircotion that she founded. the’ 
Theosophical Society. “She received from 
them a ‘large number of lotters, and she 
was in continual communication with them, 
A large number of man and women were 
apils. of Mme. Blavatsky, They camo 
into relations with the Mahatmas, whish 
relations are not.altered by--her departure, 
I. myself came isto -direct. communication 
with tho Mahatmas: nearly a year. ago;
